It forced a November special 
election in which the bond 
issue was defeated by 69 per- 
cent of voters. 

The three are blunt about 
the purpose of their candidacy. 
They want to rescind the vil- 
lage’s tax increment financing 
district, TIF II. And they fig- 
ure if all three of them aren’t 
elected that goal will fail 

Melita’s husband Mike — the 
gent who asked me out — tells 
me that following the bond 
issue defeat, ‘“‘everyone was 
led to believe that the issue 
was dead in the water. 

“But now it appears that 
Mayor Ron Foster and the 
board plan to pay for the rede- 
velopment plan out of the vil- 
lage’s general fund,” he said 

The village has already 
spent about $1 million on the 
project to purchase land and 
pay a consultant. Several prop- 

erty owners have already sold 
their land to the village volun- 
tarily and a number of struc- 
tures have been razed. 

A condemnation suit involy- 
ing three plots of land on Main 
Street — the last three plots 


designated to be redeveloped 
— was filed by the village 
against owner John Hampton. 
A ruling in the case has not, 
as of now, been made. 

Hampton, who closed a store 
on the property in 1996 because 
the village had offered to buy 
it — a Sale that fell through 
because the parties couldn’t 
agree on a price — was fined 
for violating building codes by 
the village when the store 
began deteriorating. 

However, Hampton said, he 
twice applied for a permit to 
repair the building and twice 
was denied. 

Now, Mike Walz tells me, 
the village is seeking a con- 
tract agreement with Ameri- 
can Legion Post 435 to join the 
TIF II district with the con- 
tract calling for $309,500 to be 
spent by the post on renovation 
of the building and land. 

The Legion post has been sit- 
uated in its current metal 
building about four years and, 
according to Mike, is strug- 
gling to maintain itself without 
such additional expense. The 
plans call for a totally brick 
front over the metal building,

den. 

Further, he said, the Legion 
has been denied a building per- 
mit for construction of a priva- 
cy wall between the post and a 
neighboring brick residence 
agreed upon between the. post 
and the property owner when 
the Legion’s building was con- 
structed. 

Unless, of course, such a 
wall would be part of a TIF 
agreement,

Agreement over National 
City dispute may be close

“An agreement between the 
city of Madison, Fairmont City 
and St. Clair County over 
boundaries in the former 
National City area is apparent- 
ly-close at hand. 

At Tuesday’s- meeting of the 
Madison City Council, the 
council met in executive ses- 
sion to discuss the negotia- 
tions. 

Afterward, Mayor John 
Hamm said an agreement was 
being worked out and would 
probably be finalized in about 
a.week or so. 

He did not disclose what the 
actual boundaries agreed to 
would be. 

If finalized, the agreement 
would solidify Madison’s south- 
ern borders, settle issues over 
af number of overlapping 
annexations and resolve a_law- 
suit filed by the St. Clair Coun- 
ty-State’s Attorney’s office. 

In the latest round of degel 
and annexation battles, St. 
Clair County and municipali- 


ties have been fighting over 
land in the area since before 
National City was disincorpor- 
ated. Earlier annexation bat- 
tles and lawsuits involved a 
fight between Madison and 
Fairmont City over what is 
now Gateway International 
Raceway and Gateway Mid- 
state Truck Plaza. 

At stake is a large area of 
land suitable for development 
around Interstate 55/70 and in 
an area where a highway spur 
to a new Ruissiastpp! River 
bridge may be located. 

Present land battles include 
a series of overlapping annex- 
ations between Madison and 
Fairmont City near the inter- 
section of Illinois 203 and 
1-55/70 and attempts to annex 
the St. Louis National Stock- 
yards property, the largest 
chunk of land in National City. 

Fairmont City annexed the 
stockyards in December, but 
used land tied up in the over- 
lapping annexations to accom- 
plish it. 

If a court ruled that the land 
was in Madison, it would have 


blocked Fairmont City from 


expanding toward the stock- 
yards and the Mississippi Riv- 
er. 

The’ suit — which alleges 


that eight annexations by_the 
city of Madison between Feb 
13, 1996, and June 2, 1998, are 
illegal because the properties 
were -not contiguous to Madi- 
son — was filed by the St. 
Clair County State’s Attorney's 
office. 





Some of the disputed proper- 
ty includes overlapping annex- 
ations by Fairmont City. 


The suit challenged a series 
of annexations in St. Clair 
County by the city over sever- 
al years. At stake is which 
municipality — Madison or 
Fairmont City — would have 
access to annex major portions 
of the former village of Nation- 
al City, including the St. Louis 
National Stockyards. 


Officials with Fairmont City 
and St. Clair County could not 
be reached for comment on 
Wednesday.

Kirksey and Milentz had

A 22-year-old man was 
charged Monday with burglar 
izing three apartments in his

Clay Nelson, 22, of the first 
block of South Cherry Hills, 
was charged in Madison Coun:

counts of- residential burglary 
and one of felony theft. Nelson 
was held at the County Jail in 
lieu of $50,000 bail on each of 
the burglary counts and $25,000 
on the theft charge 

Nelson was arrested Satur- 
day following a series of bur- 
glaries at his apartment com- 
plex last week. Nelson shared 
one of the apartments with his 
mother. 

The charges accused him of 
burglarizing, on one of the apart- 
ments on 14, another on 








Feb. 16 and a third on Feb. 18 

“He had accessed the attic 
area of the building through 
the attic panel in his bedroom 
closet,” said Sgt. Scott Evers, 
chief’ investigator for the 
Edwardsville Police Depart- 
ment 

Once he got into the attic, 
Nelson cut through the walls .to 
reach the attic areas over the 
other apartments, Evers said. 

“He dropped down into the

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Robinson convicted in murder

Dennis Robinson was found 
guilty Monday of the 1997 
strangulation murder of a 
woman whose body he dumped 
along Interstate 270. 

A jury of five women and 
seven men took less than two 
hours to return the verdict, 
read by Circuit Judge Charles 
V. Romani Jr. 

Robinson, 32, of St. Louis, 
hung his head, but otherwise 
showed little emotion. As he 
left the courtroom, he pro- 
claimed his innocence to a 
reporter 

“I didn’t kill nobody,’ Rob- 
inson said. ‘“‘The people had 
me convicted before it began.” 

Robinson faces between 20 
and 60 years in prison or up to 
natural life if the judge deems 
it a particularly ‘‘brutal and 
heinous’’ crime. He did not tes- 
tify in his own behalf. 

Robinson was accused of 
picking up Susan Keen, 37, at

Her body was found hours 
later along Interstate 270, 
between the Chain of Rocks 
Canal and Mississippi River 
bridge.

Keith Jensen said there was 
virtually no chance that the 
killer was anyone other than 
Robinson. 

Expert testimony regarding 
DNA put the chances at 1-in-18 
billion that semen stains found 
on Keen’s clothes could have 
been left by anybody else; and 
a 1-in-590 million chance that 
blood found on Robinson’s shirt 
could have been left by any- 
body other than the victim. 

Further adding fuel, Jensen 
said, was a work glove found 
under Keen’s head. It matched 
a type of glove that Robinson 
wore on his job at Hussman 
Corp. in St. Louis. 

“The coincidence (with the 
glove), I assure you ladies and 
gentlemen, is more than 1-in-18 
billion,’’ Jensen told the jury 
in his closing argument. 

Robinson’s defense attorney, 
Tyler Bateman, faulted work 
done by Illinois State Police. 
He said police built their case 
around a preconceived notion 
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that Robinson was the culprit, 
never bothering to seek evi- 
dence that might have exoner- 
ated him 

“They did sloppy work,’ he 
told the jury.

Glen Carbon must cough 
up $116K for quick shop

Glen Carbon must pay 
$116,900 for a condemned Main 
Street convenience store that it 
wants removed to encourage 
other development, a judge 
has ruled. 

But the owner of the proper- 
ty thinks the figure is far less 
than the property is worth, 
given the village’s interest in 
redefining the area known as 
Old Town. 

Associate Judge Dan Stack 
set the dollar figure in a ruling 
handed down late Friday as 
part of a yearlong court battle 
involving the village and the 
owner of the former Hamp’s 
Quick Way. The dollar figure 
includes the store, a parking 
lot and an adjacent vacant lot 
at 134-138 S. Main St., which 
the village is trying to acquire 
through eminent domain. 

The village filed an eminent 
domain lawsuit against proper- 
ty owner John R. Hampton in 
January 1998. In a court hear- 
ing last month, Village Attor- 
ney Gary Peel argued that the 
property price should be closer 
to the village’s appraised value 
of $90,600. 

A separate appraisal sought 
by Hampton put the figure at 
$116,900. However, in court 


Hampton said the property is 
worth between $200,000 and 
$250,000. 

Hampton’s attorney Brian 
Ransom had said that a ‘‘fair 
price’? would be between 
$150,000 and $200,000. 

“My client’s reaction is that 
this (dollar figure) is much 
lower than he had either hoped 
or anticipated or believed the 
property was fairly worth,’’ 
Ransom said. ‘“Me personally? 
I thought the judge did as good 
a job and as honest and as 
equitable as he could deciding 
the matter.’’ 

Stack noted that the value of 
the property might have been 
more had Hampton chosen to 
keep the store open and make 
necessary repairs. Hampton 
closed it in 1996 when he first 
learned of the village’s intent 
to urchase the property, 
Stack noted, 

The way in which the village 
has proceeded ‘with the over- 
haul of Main Street, and the 
way in which it has affected 
his client, drew criticism from 
Ransom on Monday. 

“The villages was already 
hip-deep into t fiasco plan of 
theirs,’’ he said. ‘‘But these 
village fathers know best. 
Even though the residents 
have clearly spoken, they must 
think the rest of the people are 


village idiots.”” 

Residents in November 
rejected by an overwhelming 
margin a proposal to issue $3.3 
million in general obligation 
bonds to finance development 
of Old Town. Hampton’s Main 
Street property is one of sever- 
al that the village has either 
purchased or plans to purchase 
to make room for new busi- 
nesses. 

Among the properties bought 
so far are a radiator shop and 
a tavern, but so far the only 
thing to show for them is 
vacant lots, Ransom said. 


“Sprucing up the village 

is a wonder! idea,’’ he said. 
“But taking a radiator shop 
for $200,000 and then bulldozing 
it; then’a tavern that had been 
there 100 years or more, then 
bulldozing it — whoever came 
up with this idea should have 
their head examined. A $3 mil- 
lion bond issue for an enter- 
tainment mecca in Glen Car- 
bon? Please.” 


Most of Glen Carbon’s rede- 
velopment plan has been put 
on hold while a citizens adviso- 
ry committee comes up with 
recommendations, Village 
Attorney Gary Peel said. And 
nothing is firm on the Hamp’s 
sale, he said.

plaintiff collecting money in excess of the 
policy limits in a case of this nature are very 
remote. If the plaintiff in this case, for instance, 
received a verdict from a jury in the amount of 
$50,000, he could pursue the defendant for the 
extra. $30,000 beyond -the policy’ limits. 
However, what are the chances of collecting 
from a defendant driver beyond his insurance 
limits? Most individuals do not have 
substantial personal assets beyond insurance 
limits, and furthermore many defendants would 
file bankruptcy even if a substantial judgment 
were obtained. 

In some cases, the plaintiff has a feature 
under his own policy known as underinsured 
Motorist coverage whereby he Can pursue his 
own insurance for amounts in excess of the 
defendant's limits. In the case at hand, 
however, the plaintiff's insurance limits were 
the same as the defendant’s. Therefore, there | | 
was no excess coverage, and it was the 
recommendation of the attorney that the 


plaintiff accept the policy limits offer and settle 
the case.

End of the century fever is 
nothing new. 

Just as in 1899, some prog- 
nosticators are looking south to 
the:New Madrid fault line, say- 
ing-the area is overdue for the 
release of ‘‘Earthquake, the 
Sequel.’”’ 

There is a 50-50 chance for 
an earthquake of magnitude 6 
or greater on the Richter scale 
by next year, some scientists 
say. And, they add, there’s a 
90 percent chance by the year 
2040. 


But the fuss has left Brian 
Mitchell, a professor of natural 
sciences and a seismologist 
who works with Saint. Louis 
University’s Earthquake Cen- 
ter, unmoved. 

He insists if the window 
Panes rattle and the china falls 
in your house over the next 
year, it’s more likely the fault 
of a toddler than tectonics. 

“Geological experts have no 
consensus — they argue con- 
stantly over when the next big 
earthquake will hit in the New 
Madrid seismic zone," Mitchell 
said, 

“Some scientists are infer- 
ring, from evidence of Jarge 
earthquakes long ago, that the 
return time for a magnitude 3 
— or catastrophic — earth- 
quake could be as short as 250 
to 400 years or as long as 











10,000 years,” he said. ‘I tend 
to be a ‘long-timer,’ so my 
estimate would be around 1,000 
years.” 

The New Madrid zone is a 
series of faults running from 
northeast Arkansas through 
southeast Missouri, western 
Tennessee, western Kentucky 
and southern Illinois. 

It’s been home to some of 
the most violent earthquakes 
in North America. Between 
1811 and 1812, four catastrophic 
earthquakes — with magnitude 
estimates of more than 7 — 
occurred over three month: 
and affected more than 1 m 
lion square miles. Towns 
three states disappeared, 
islands in the Mississippi River 
vanished and the river even 
flowed backward for a while 

“But there weren’t many 
buildings or people here to be 
harmed at the time,” Mitchell 
said. ‘Many of the people who 
died back then drowned after 
their boats on the rivers cap- 
sized.” 2 

Slightly less-terrible tem- 
blors followed in January 1843 
and October 1895. 

Since seismic-monitoring 
instruments were installed 
around the fault zone in 1974, 
more than 4,000 earthquakes 
have been registered, but the 
vast majority were too slight 
to be felt. 

“TI don’t think it’s very likely 
we'll see a big quake in our

lifetime — or a lot of life- 
times,’ Mitchell said. 

“And the question is, how 
much damage it would really 
do in St. Louis, which is hun- 
dreds of miles from the fault,”’ 
he said. ‘‘The 6.2 magnitude 
quake in 1895 only damaged 
some poorly constructed build- 
ings here.’ 

earthquake energy spreads 
in a cirele from the epicenter 
— sort of like the ripples in a 
lake after a rock is thrown in. 

“The energy in that expand- 
ing circle gets less and less as 
the circle goes out,” Mitchell 
said 

Many locals remember an 
earthquake in 1968 — the epi- 
center was in southern Illinois, 
he said. 

“That was about a 5.4 mag- 
nitude, which did crack some 
chimneys here,”’ Mitchell said. 

Some studies have suggested 
the potential for damage is 
greatest in river valleys. 

“The ground motion (in riv- 
er valleys) would be signifi- 
cantly greater, because the 
soft sediment would shift 
more,”’ Mitchell said 

“But a lot of St. Louis and 
St. Louis County are very sta- 
ble because of the limestone 
just under the ground sur- 
face,”’ he said. 

Also, the city is fortunate to 
be perched in the middle of a 
tectonic plate — a constantly 
moving section of Earth.

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Earthquake preparation 
should be must for all

of 1990, keeping this part of the 
Midwest all shook up with 
rumors an earthquake along 
the New Madrid fault was pos- 
sible in early December that 
year.

of the Hill,” was a broader 
canvas which more clearly 
showed Judge’s satire of 
working-class America. 
Judge skewers all the 
characteristics of the modern 
office: meaningless 
management-jargon, the fake 
informality and the pent-up 
resentment. This was the 
subject of an underrated gem 
last year called 
“Clockwatchers,”’ and this 
movie is very much in the 


same Dilbert-like vein. But 
while ‘Clockwatchers” was a 
more realistic and tender look 
at office workers, “Office 
Space” is a broad farce, 

The movie falls short, 
though, by having far-too little 
plot for its length. The movie 
is peppered with lots of little 
details that are funny and 
perceptive, but they are 
scarcely part of a story. The 
skit-sized premise lasts about 
an hour, after which Judge 






switches to the less successful 
caper plot. He pads the movie 
with'a few irrelevant subplots, 
like Jennifer Aniston’s role. 


While its-strength is showing 
characters with believable 
problems, the idea is diluted 
somewhat by the fantasy-like 
story. The story that was 
slight to begin with and leaves 
little to remember. But while 
it lasts, it’s an entertaining 
diversion.

March 4 in 
the Bearcat Center of 
McKendree College in 
Lebanon, 

During her address, Prejean 
will explore such questions as: 
Should society’s right to 
protect itself include the use of 
capital punishment? Does the 
application of the death 
penalty discriminate against 
the poor, the indigent and 
racial minorities? 

After the address, questions 
will be accepted from the 
audience. 

Preleale a nun in the Roman 
Catholic order of the Sisters of 
St. Joseph of Medaille, is a 
writer, lecturer and 
community organizer who has 
focused her work on opposition 
to capital punishment. a 

She has served as the 
national chairwoman for the 
Committee to Abolish the 
Death Penalty. She is a 1998 
Nobel Peace Prize nominee. 
And she is a founder of 
“Survive,” a victim’s. 
advocacy group in New 
Orleans. t 

Born in Baton Rouge, 
Prejean has lived and worked 
in Louisiana all her life. She’ 
began a prison ministry in 
1981, counseling death row 
inmates in Louisiana’s Angola 
State Prison. She has © 
accompanied three men to the © 
electric chair and witnessed 
their deaths. a 

In 1982 she became spiritual 
adviser to Patrick Sonnier, 
who had been convicted of 
killing two teenagers and 
sentenced to die in the electric 
chair. She came to know him, _- 
the families of his victims arid 
the men whose job it was to 
execute him. 

The experiences led her to 
write ‘Dead Man Walking,’ 
which became a 1996 movie 
that earned its star, Susan : 
Sarandon, an Academy Award.
